The ingredients of fish fles,h arc tbe 


same in kind as those of beef and mut- 
ton, says the Washington Star 
Meat 


and fish both depend for their power to 
nourish on the protein and fat which 
they contam. Protein is an albumen- 
like material. Ii makes the blood, the 
muscles, the bones, the nerves and all 
parts of the framework of the body. 
Fat is used for fuel to supply heat and 
muscle energy for keeping the physical 


apbine geing 
Fish assJ-moat hf^e 


about the samr> proportion of protein, 
but the former contains less fat and 
more water. Therefore it is not so nu- 
tritious. Lard, olive and other vege- 
table oils and butter are fats. The nu- 
tritive part of very lean beef is almost 
wholly protein. 


Codfish contains 18 per cent of nutri- 


ment, -while Jean meat has from 25 to 
33 per cent The fatter kinds of fish, 
however, such as herring, 
mackerel, 


salmon, shad and whitefish approach 
more nearly to beef. Dried and salted 
fish also have good proportions of nu- 
trients, salt codfish possessing 28 per 
cent, salt mackerel 4T per cent and 
desiccated cod—an article as yet not 
well known commercially—-82 per cent. 
In oysters from 9 to 19 per cent of nu- 
triment is found, while lobsters aver- 
age IS per cent Canned fish compare 
\ery favorably with meats. The lat- 
ter, as to nutritive properties, range 
from SO per cent in beef to 46 per cent 
In mutton and 87 per cent m very fat 
bacon 
Curiously enough, oysters arc 


very much the same as milk m compo- 
s'tion. 


There i<? a widespread notion that 


fish is particularly %aluable as a brain 
food, owing to the supposed fact that 
it contains large proportions of phos- 
phorus. Unfortunately for this theory 
Professor At water's analyses show that 
the flesh of fishes is not richer in phos- 
phorus than that of other animals. 
E\en if the prevalent belief were cor- 
rect respecting the percentage of phos- 
phorus in fish there is no proof that it 
would bo a better brain food on that 
account. The question of the nourish- 
ment of the bram and the sources of 
tiiicIJcCtuiii energy src not sufficiently 
settled j et to make it possible to jump 
it such a conclusion.

make the case one of lively public 
interest. 


Bne8\ stated, here is the story of 


the mmder, as far as is known at 
this time. On the morning o£ May 13, 
shortly after 5 o clock, two reports of 
gun shots coming in rapid succession 
were heard issuing from the Collins' 
residence 
Almost immediately after- 


ward John Collins, thoroughly dressed, 
was seen dashing out oi" tne front 
door. He ran across the street to the 
residence of Ed. Lange and asked him 
to use the telephone. He notified the 
police that his father had been shot 
and was in a dying condition. He also 
summoned Dr. Teft. 


The news that a foul murder had 


been committed spread rapidly and a 
large crowd congregated. It was found 
that J. S. Collins, one of the most 
prominent men In Topeka, had been 
shot twice with a shotgun. He died 
within 30 minutes without making a 
statement, BO far as is known, except 
to his wife, who says she heard him ex- 
claim: 
"Helen, I am shot; get the 


camphor; O, Helen, my back!" " 
„ The police arrived a few minutes aft- 
er the murder had been committed. 
Although it was daylight at the time, 
and the shots aroused the neighbor- 
hood, no one saw the murderer escap- 
ing from the house. An examination 
of the place by the police disclosed' 
the fact that all the outside doors to 
the house were locked, as were also the 
windows, with the exception of one 
window in the second story. If the 
murderer escaped from the house he 
must have escaped through this win- 
dow. 
It wonld have been a big jump. 


The ground beneath was soft from the 
rain of the night before. A thorough 
examination failed to find footprints. 


The theory that a burglar had com- 


mitted the crime was abandoned as if 
was shown conclusively that he did 
not escape from the house. It was 
also, discovered that nothing had been 
stolen. The theory of suicide was also 
abandoned, as the gnn whjeh did the 
fatal work was found out In the hall. 
There were no bloodstains on the car- 
pet 
The condition of the bed showed 


that the murdered man had not arisen 
after being shot. Another thing which 
disproved the suicide theory was the 
fact that the shots had 
scattered, 


showing that they had been fired at a 
distance of at least ten feet. Susp'- 
sion immediately pointed to John Col- 
lins as the murderer. His actions 
strengthened that story. He was per- 
fectly cool and collected, manifesting 


J. S. COLLINS 


no grief over the death of his father. 
He talked and moved about with care- 
less 
abandon. Another 
significant 


circumstance is that, when he was 
called by his stepmother, he 
came 


downstairs but did not enter the fatal 
bedchamber.

His Actions before and 
since hia arrest, together with the evi- 
dence brought out by the state at tbe 
preliminary hearing, cannot but im- 
press one that the young man hat. been 
leading a doubl° life during the pafat 
few years. 


The two identities are separate and 


distinct. They are as entirely foreign 
to each other as if one had been a col- 
ored and the other a white man. One 
John Collins is a refined, educated and 
religious young man. Tae other John 
Collins appears to be a moral degen- 
erate. The one finds pleasure In re- 
hned society, the other associates with 
a dangerous criminal element and con- 
sorts with disreputable negroes. 


There are sworn statements in abun- 


dance in the possession of the detec- 
tives tending to show that the state- 
ments are not exaggerated. The affi- 
davits are made, not only by colored 
persons, but by reputable white per- 
sons of both Lawrence and Topeka. 


The life John Collins led in Topeka 


was wholly foreign to the life he led 
in Lawrence. In Topeka he was quiet 
and studious, caring nothing for so- 
ciety, or at least never participating in 
it. He attended chuich regularly, and 
took a leading part in the Sunday- 
school. While occasionally in unguard- 
ed moments he would let the mask 
fail and display to his associates trafts 
of character Indicating moral degener- 
acy, yet as a rule he played the part, 
if it was such, with cunning Ingenuity 


At Lawrence young Collins' life was 


entirely different 
His habits were 


completely changed. He abandoned nis 
religious tendencies. He became art 
ultra society man, and plunged madly 
into the social whirl.

He 
pated to excess, and boasted ofthe fa< 
that he "set the pace for the boys" 
their carousals at Lawrence.
